Subject :—Import policy for light Soda Aah (S. No. 26/V of the I.T.C. Sche¬ 
dule ) during July—December 1955 licensing period. 

No. 39 ITC (P.NO/55. —Attention of importers is invited to the remarks 
against S. No. 26/ V of the I.T.C. Schedule in Section II of the Red Book for the 
July—December, 1955, period according to which imports of light Soda Ash will 
be canalised through importers/distributors nominated by the Government of India. 

2. Offers are invited for the supplv of light Soda Ash from dollar'or soft cur¬ 
rency areas. The offers should be sent in a sealed cover superscrihed “offer for 
Soda Ash” to the Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi, on or before the 15th 
August, 1955. 

3. The offer will be subject to tire following terms and conditions :—

—The offerer shall give the usual warranty' with regard to 
quality, specifibation. grade. Consistency, etc. of the Soda Ash supplied. 

(i) Default :—In case the seller fails to fulfil any of the terms of the co^Jj 

tract, the buyer will be free to determine the contract and to purchase! 
subject to the apprpval of Government, the quantity in default from 
an alternative source at the risk and tfie cost of the seller. 

(j) Arbitration .—In the event of any dispute arising between the buyer 

and the seller in relation to any matter whatsoever connected with this 
offer, the subject/matter thereof shall be referred to arbitration by an 
arbitrator nominated bv the Government of India. 

(k) Law .—The law of the contract shall be the law of India and all disputes 

arising out of the contract shall be settled in accon w' ir 
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4. The offerer whose offer is. accepted by the Chief Controller of Imports will 
be required to enter into a contract of sale within 10 days pf the acceptance of the 
offer with the impoiter-distributor selected by the Gov eminent of India m this 
behalf. The Chief Controller of Imports will be free to reject any offer without 
assigning any reason. 

5. On the conclusion Of the contract, an import licence for the quantity contrac¬ 
ted to be purchased will be issued in favour of the buyer subject to-sudi conditions 
as might be imposed by the Government of India in this behalf.

(tit) Firm delivery offered by foreign manufacturers/suppliers and the date 
by which the applicant undertakes to effect import should the licence 
applied for be granted ; 

(tv) The c.i.f. price (per ton of 2240 lbs.) at which imports will be made ; and
